' Since 1015, however, State highway 
departments have boen greatly expand- 
ed, and officient machinery has been de- 
yeloped which will undoubtedly be able 
to handle the greater volume of work. 

‘The States have had four yeara in 
which to prepare for the expenditure of 
the large funds which now become 
available. They expoct to be able to han- 
die them. What is of grantor concern. to 
them at this time is the condition which 
may rdault if Federal appropriations are 
pormitted to lapse. The highway dopart- 
ments should know nt loast a year in 
advance what funds are to be availabla 
in order that plans may be made for 
future construction, Unless, therefora, 
further Federal action is takon in the 
coming year, the States will bo left in 
doubt ag to the future policy of tha Gov- 
ernment, and thé amount of money they
